members of the General Court and to 
prohibit the granting of free transpor- 
tation of members by railroads." 


"Section 1—The members of 
the 


Senate and House of Representatives 
and the clerks of the .Senate and 
House shall each receive twenty-five 
cents a mile for their travel to a.nd 
from the place of sitting of the Legis- 
lature . 


"Section 2—No 
railroad company 


shall issue any pass 
or 
give free 


transportation to any -member of the 
General Court. 


"Section 
3—The 
mileage herein 


provided for shall first apply to the 
next session of the General Court. 


"Section 4—.This act shall take ef- 


fect on the first day of .May, 1907." 


Representative Buffum's plan is for 


members to enjoy all the transporta- 
tion privileges they have previously 
had, ,for which the state will pay the 
amount previously allowed members 
for mileage, about $5,000.

is .passed, the railroads will get 
the

allowance

longer be made to legislators.
